ELECTION OF EMPLOYEE 
DELEGATES ATTACKED 


New Election by Em- 
ployees to Pick Repre- 
sentatives Ordered, With 
Shop Crafts on Ballot. 


Chicago, July 31.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Declaring elections 
of employees’ committees held by the 
Pennsylvania railroad and by the 
Pennsylvania shop crafts’ unions 
illegal and void, the United States 
rallroad labor board today issued a 
decisttn ordering a new ballot to 
select a committee on negotiations 
ot galen eovering working condi- 
tions to replace the national agree- 
ments established during federal 
control. 

The decision also canceled rules 
now in force as a result of agree- 
ments reached by the railroad with 
the committee elected on the Penn- 
sylvania ballot. 

The shop crafts’ unions are fully 
recognized in the board’s decision, 
adithough nonunion men were de- 
clared to have full and equal rights. 
In a form ballot drafted for use in 

the new election, employees are to 

be given their choice of representa- 
tion by the Pennsylvania system 
federation, affiliated with the rail- 
way employtes’ department of the | 
American Federation of Laber, the 
American Federation of Railroad 
Workers, or by any other organiza- 
-tion or individual for whom a ma- 
jority vote is cast. 

The labor board refused to be 
drawn into a discussion of the open 
_ ghop, for which the Pennsylvania 

has openly contended. It was on 
this principle that the railroads re- 
fused recently to recognize the 
unions’ claims to representation of 
the majority of shop employees, and 
proceeded to hold a general elec- 
tion. The board, however, said the 
dispute which arose over the 
union's claim was “merely one of 
*, procedure.” 
Ballots Illegal. 


Neither the Pennsylvania’s gen- 
eral election nor a ballot cofiduct- 
ed by the system federation was 
fair or legal, the board said, and 
the employees have consequently 
“been denied their legal right to 
welect representatives for this im- 
portant conference on rules.” 

Refuseal of the road to meet au- 
thorized representatives of the fed- 
eral shop crafts in formulating new 

eavorking rules is “almost treason- 
able,” the labor board declared. 

The board’s decision declared the 
dispute one of technicalities, add- 
ing that “at a time when the nation 
is slowly and painfully progress- 
jing through the conditions of in- 
dustrial depression, unemployment 
and unrest, it is almost treasonable 
for any employer or employee to

FROM OLDEN TIME 
IS BRYCE SUBIEUT 


“Many Are Led by Few,” 
Says Viscount in Public 
Lecture at Williams 
College. 


PUBLIC OPINION ONLY 
CONTROLLING FACTOR 


World Advancement De- 
clared Dependent on 
Moral Progress ‘of the 
Individual Man. 


- 

Willlamstown Mass., Jiffy $1.— 
The development of international re- 
lations as begun in the days of 
ancient peoplesand as continued to 
the present day when they Pave been 
“shattered by a disiocating war and 
not resettléd by any real peace,” 
was taken up by Viscount James 
Bryce tonight in’ the fitst public 
lecture before the Institute of Poli- 
tics, now meeting at Williams col- 
lege. 

“Broadly speaking,” he declared, 
“international relations are what 
the leaders of peoples make them, 
because under every political exam- 
ination that has been devised the 
many are led by the few.” 

The opening lecture of the insti- 
tute series attracted an andience 
that filled Grace hall to capacity, 
the members and guests being aug- 
mented by hundreds of visitors from 
all parts of New England, 

Viscount Bryce spoke in ‘part as

Our pres- 
ent aim is therefore to understand 
what have been the causes of war 
and what may be the sources of 
peace 

“The starting point for inquiry 
into relations of communities is the 
nature of man, or shall I say, man 
as he was in a state of nature. Let 
us try to remember through the 
whole course of our inquiry into the 
relations of nations two fundamen- 
tal propositions. One is that every 
independent political community is 
by virtue of its independence 'in a 
state of nature towards other com- 
munities being subject to no control 


fexcept that which public opinion, or 


the fear of consequences that may 
follow from disregarding public 
opinion, may impose. The other Is 
that the prospect of improving the 
relations of states and peoples to 
one another depends on the possi- 
biilty of improving human . nature 
itself. A sound and wide view of 
national interests, teaching the peo- 
ples that they would gain more by 
the co-operaton of communities than 
by their conflict may do much to 
better those relations, but in the last 
res the question is one of the 
moral progress of the individual 
men who compose the communities.” 
Sketches Career. 
“Lord Bryce briefly sketched the 
careers of Napoleon Bonaparte Bis- 
marek Cavour, Kossuth and Mazzini. 

“I note the careers of these’ men,” 
he went on, “as Instances to show 
how large is the unpredictable ela- 
ment in field of international as 
well as in that of democratic poli-

IN RUSS PRISON 
TOBE FREE SOON 


Baltimore Woman, Held 

Prisoner Many Months, 
Brings News of Soviet 
Plans for Prisoners. 


MANY PERSONS ARE 
CONFINED IN HOTEL 


Mrs. Harrison, Now Re- 
Jeased, Says True Charg- 
es Against Her Led to 
Her Imprisonment. 


Riga, July 31.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The release of all Ameri- 
Cang still in prison in Russia may 
be expected in a few days according 
to Mrs. Marguerité Harrison, of 
Baltimare, who herself spent many 
months in imprisonment at Moscow 
but was released and came here un- 
der the protection of United States 
Senator France, of Maryland. She 
was informed before leaving Mos- 
cow that all would be out soon. 

No formal notification of tha re- 
lease of the Americans has been re-

Martin Upholds Umps. 

“The Southern association will 
not tolerate such’ conduct. Umpire 
Pfenninger was entirely correct in 
forfeiting the game to Memphis on 


Little Rock team ample time to re- 
sume play, and a fair warning that 
the game would be forfeited unless 
his orders to play ball should be 
carried out. 

“Manager Elberfeld ran out from 
the bench to the playing field and 
made arf entirely unjustifiable 
physical attack upon Umpire Pfen- 
ninger, so palpably improper that a 
near riot ensued. 

“In the excitement which follow- 
ed, it was simply good luck and ef- 
ficient police protection that pre- 
vented someone from being serious- 
ly ‘hurt. 

Complaints Against Kid. 


“T had received repeated com- 
plaints from all over the circuit as 
to the conduct Manager Elberfeld 
from season to season, and my len- 
iency in penalizing him has been 
due to a proper allowance for his 
temperamental disposition, which 
causes him to unintentionally lose 
control of himself at times during 
a ball game. However, the limit of 
patience has been reached, and I 
am compelled, in the interest of the 
game, to inflict a severe penalty, 
with the warning that when his 
suspension terminates, a repetition 
of such conduct will cause his ex- 
pulsion from.the Southern associa- 
tion.” ‘e
